A longtime dream of the City's cur- 
rent senior councilman probably won't 
become a reality anytime soon. 

During the Romulus City Council's 
October 7 meeting, Councilman Bill 
Wadsworth renewed his petition for a 
new animal shelter. 

"| just feel that there's a need for 
this," Wadsworth stated. "Dogs andcats 
can't speak for themselves. I'm going to 
try to speak for them. And | would ask 
this administration to take a serious look 
at putting a new animal shelter over by 
the DPW." 

According to Wadsworth, the City's 
current shelter is far from adequate. 

"The poor facilities make it almost 
impossible to maintain a sanitary envi- 
ronment for the animals," he explained, 
"and the building doesn't even have a 
restroom for the folks that work there.” 

Wadsworth said that his complaints 
should in no way be construed as criti- 
cism of Romulus Animal Shelter Direc- 
tor Kim Matthews.

$280-million Investment To Revitalize |-94 


State Representative Ray Basham 
(D—Taylor) has announced thatthe Michi- 
gan Economic Development Corpora- 
tion (MEDC) and the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Transportation (MDOT) plan to 
invest more than $280 million in revital- 
izing Interstate 94 from Detroit Metro- 
politan Airport in Romulus to downtown 
Detroit. The funding willbe used for road 
improvements and beautification along 
the 18-mile stretch of the I-94 corridor. 

"It's great to see our region getting 
this attention," said Basham. "We have 
these wonderful communities that offer 
so much, but that's not necessarily the 
impression that people get from the 
freeway. It really is a shame. But these 
enhancements will foster a much more 
inviting atmosphere for motorists who 
travel through our region." 

The MEDC and MDOT will partner 
with Wayne County, the City of Detroit, 
the Detroit Metro Convention and Visi- 
tors Bureau, and the Detroit business 
community on the 1-94 beautification 


program. This partnership will include 
approximately $8.5 million in public- and 
private-sector funds that willbe invested 
to enhance the I-94 corridor from Merri- 
man Road to Cobo Tunnel through a 
series of projects. 

"The I-94 corridoris the first impres- 
sion that many business and leisure 
travelers have of Michigan," said Doug 
Rothwell, president and CEO of the 
Michigan Economic Development Cor- 
poration. "The beautification, enhance- 
ment, and road-improvement efforts on 
1-94 will ensure that their journey is as 
first class as the rest of the state." 

The proposed road rehabilitation for 
1-94 in 2003 includes: 
¢ $1 million to resurface eastbound 

and westbound I-94 between Wayne 
Road and Beech Daly; 

¢ $12 million to rehabilitate and widen 

eastbound and westbound I-94, as 

well as to replace two bridges, from 

just east of 1-275 to Wayne Road;

Vote 'No' on Prop 02-1 


To the voters of Michigan: 

We write as experienced Demo- 
cratic and Republican county clerks to 
urge everyone to vote "no" on Proposi- 
tion 02-1, which would eliminate straight 
party voting as an option for voters in 
Michigan general elections. 

For 110 years, Michigan voters have 
been able to choose to vote for all the 
candidates of one political party by pull- 
ing a single lever, punching a hole, or 
marking one spotin their ballot. Straight 
party voting is an option, a choice which 
a voter can use or not use as he or she 
sees fit. 

Experts estimate that 40% —roughly 
1.5 million — of Michigan's voters use 
this option each election. For those vot- 
ers, it makes voting easier and quicker, 
and it makes the lines shorter for every- 
one else. Over the 110 years that it has 
been available, the straight party voting 
option has been used by tens of millions 
of voters with outa complaint or problem. 

The Michigan Association of County 
Clerks and the Council of Election Offi- 
cials — bipartisan groups representing 
all the clerks in the state — oppose the 
elimination of straight party voting be- 
cause it will create longer lines as well 
as more confusion and congestion at 
the polls. 

Moreover, both the State Senate 
and State House Fiscal Agencies have 
concluded that eliminating straight party 
voting will increase the costs of admin- 
istering elections to cities, townships, 
and counties. 

For these reasons, we urge you to 
vote "no" on Prop 02-1 on November 5.

UAW Seeks Support 


Editor's note: The following letter 
concerns State Proposal 02-3, which 
would amend the state constitution to 
grantstate classified employees the con- 
stitutional right to collective bargaining 
with binding arbitration. 

To the voters of Michigan: 

State of Michigan employees are 
asking for binding arbitration, not the 
right to strike. 

We have the right to arbitrate a 
grievance now; however, itis not unusual 
for human resource representatives to 
delay addressing the merits of the griev- 
ance until it is scheduled for arbitration. 
Ifitis settled, acancellation fee has to be 
paid. If the grievance goes to arbitration 
and the arbitrator rules in favor of the 
grievant, the department delays or re- 
fuses to implement the decision given. 

This costs the State more money, 
but it is not the Union's fault. 

Binding arbitration will not cost the 
State more money. When the system 
works the way it is intended to, money 
will be saved. 

Do not let Governor John Engler 
coerce you into voting no. Did he worry 
about the budget when legislators re- 
ceived a 38% raise, plus insurance ben- 
efits after retirement?

No Need to Apologize for Barbershop: 
Some Blacks Can Handle the Truth

To film producers Bob Teitel and 
George Tillman and writer Don Scott of 
the movie Barbershop: You didn't need 
to apologize for exploring the truth. 

| saw your movie twice and | plan to 
see it a third time. Your movie inspired 
me.|feltthatit illustrated the importance 
of community andcommitment, andhow 
diverse cultures, ideas, and beliefs are 
the foundation of the American society. 

Barbershop explores the relation- 
ship among a diverse ethnic group of 
people who share the same community 
and decide to support each other de- 
spite their cultural differences. It's about 
believing in the worthiness of people 
regardless of their past mistakes. Ice 
Cube's character hires an ex-prisoner 
to work in his barber shop because 
other businesses will not give him a job 
due to his criminal background. Most of 
the barbers in the shop come from dif- 
ferent backgrounds, each having a dif- 
ferent point of view about life. For ex- 
ample, the educated, college-student 
black barber is envious of the white 
barber who has an African-American 
girlfriend and dresses in a manner that 
people consider to be "black." In the 
end, both characters discover that race 
is just an illusion of separation. 

The scenes in the movie where 
Cedric the Entertainer's character —the 
cantakerous old barber — denigrates 
Civil Rights activist Rosa Parks, alleges 
that Martin Luther King, Jr., was promis- 
cuous, disregards Jesse Jackson, and 
declares that Rodney King deservedhis 
butt-kicking by the white cops are potent 
and genuine. Please do notdelete these 
scenes from your movie. 

So what if Martin Luther King, Jr., 
allegedly cheated on his wife, Coretta 
Scott King. There are rumors that John 
F.Kennedy and Bill Clinton also cheated 
on their spouses. It is also rumored that 
Thomas Jefferson had an affair with his 
slave. Does this mean that the Constitu- 
tion is rubbish? Are black leaders be- 
yond criticism due to affirmative action? 
Blacks are not victims of society; we can 
take the praises with the criticisms. 
Making mistakes does not undermine 
the contributions that these leaders 
made to society. 

America would not be what it is 
today without fearless leaders who hap- 
pened to be imperfect human beings. | 
think that true love and respectis rooted 
in the truth. | can still respect and appre- 
ciate what Martin Luther King, Jr., ac- 
complishedas aleader, knowing thathe 
was just a normal human being who 
chose to rise above his conditions. 


| agree with the old, crusty barber. | 
have never been impressed by Rosa 
Parks's refusal to give up her seatona 
city bus. During the late 1930s—1950s, 
my late maternal grandmother, Minnie 
Bell Thompson, who worked as a maid 
and raised seven children as a single 
parent, also refused to give up her seat 
on a city bus. She was never arrested, 
but she struggled every day, not one 
time, for her freedom and dignity. She is 
my hero. Harriet Tubman is also my 
hero. She escaped from slavery and 
unselfishly came back to bring 300 more 
slaves to freedom. Now that impresses 
me, butit doesn't mean that some people 
shouldnotbe impressed by Rosa Parks's 
role in the Civil Rights movement. We 
have a right, as African-American citi- 
zens, to selectwho we choose to admire 
and revere. 

For the record: Yes, | believe that 
O.J. Simpson was guilty of murder. How- 
ever, | also feel that Mr. Simpson is living 
proof that America has changed drasti- 
cally from the days of Jim Crow laws. He 
is proof that money and social status 
transcend racial barriers, and before the 
legal system is perfected, afew who are 
guilty will slip through the cracks. But let 
us not forget that Emmett Till, a young 
black male, was hung for whistling at a 
white woman not too long ago. And 
Jesse Jackson, amarriedreverendwho 
is supposed to be the epitome of moral- 
ity and ethical behavior, was recently 
discovered having an affair and fathered 
achild outside his marriage. Are African 
Americans supposed to blindly follow 
his value system? Are these outraged 
black leaders afraid that we may see 
them only for their hypocrisy and not 
their efforts? 

If black people are looking for per- 
fection in their leaders and heroes, they 
should stick to reading comic books. 
Paper heroes donotwrestle with human 
frailties. 

Bob Teitel, George Tillman, and Don 
Scott, | wish you had never apologized 
for your excellent work of authenticity 
and integrity that you displayed in the 
movie Barbershop. Your movie preached 
the importance of loving, respecting, 
and accepting each other as human 
beings, regardless of ourflaws and short- 
comings. You should be rewarded for 
your honesty. Some blacks can handle 
the truth. Your apology is not accepted 
by this African-American woman be- 
cause you guys did nothing wrong.

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Justin Smith Holds Court in 
France and Switzerland 


Justin Smith

The selection process was one of 
the toughest that Romulus High School 
student and talented basketball player 
Justin Smith had ever been through. At 
the end of the selection process, the 
choice was clear: Smith would be taking 
a trip of a lifetime — all expenses paid — 
to France and Switzerland. 

Smith was one of over twenty young 
basketball players selected by People- 
To-People International to represent the 
United States at international basketball 
competitions heldin Switzerland. People- 
To-People is a grass-roots organization 
that has, for several decades, recruited 
kids from across America to act as sum- 
mer sports ambassadors representing 
America in countries around the world. 

"It was a little hard to believe | was 
going, even when | got to the airport," 
said Smith. "But then | got on the plane 
to France, and six hours in the air made 
me realize: 'Hey, this is reall!'" 

Smith, himself seventeen, was 
joined by teammates ranging from sev- 
enteen totwenty-one years old andcom- 
ing from California, Oklahoma, and New 
Jersey. 

"The team practiced in Paris, 
France,” said Smith. "Practice usually 
started at six in the morning, which is 
pretty early anywhere in the world. When 
practice was over, we usually got out to 
eat and sight-see, including the Eiffel 
Tower. We even got to see Lance 
Armstrong compete in the Tour de 
France." 

Smith had nothing but praise for his 
coaches and teammates. 

"We knew why we were there and 
we knew what got us there," he said. 
"The coaching staff was tough, fair, and 
alotof fun. They believedin us asateam 
and as individuals. They believed we 
could be better than even we some- 
times thought was possible. The coaches 
brought our level of play up, sometimes 
by making us run six different plays ina 
practice. There were times during prac- 
tice when | thought, ‘This play'll never 





work.' Butwhen we gottothe competition 
in Switzerland, we'drun the play andthe 
other teams didn't know what hit them." 

The competitions in Switzerland 
against teams from Italy, the Czech 
Republic, andother European countries 
began as Smith could not have imag- 
ined they would. 

"It was like the Olympics," he ex- 
plained. “Each country would parade 
out, holding their flag, and walk around 
the gymnasium. They would play a re- 
cording of that country's national an- 
them. Our team's coach looked at me 
and said, ‘Justin, you're carrying the 
flag.’ | was nervous, but you do what 
coach says. 

"Itwas amazing. As |carriedthe flag 
and our team walked out, the people in 
the stands stood up and started clap- 
ping and singing our national anthem! 
You know a lot of them didn't know 
English — but they were standing and 
singing our anthem. | don't know what | 
was feeling when that happened, but it 
was deeper and prouder than anything 
I've ever felt." 

Not only was Smith honored with 
carrying the flag, but he was also, at the 
end of the Swiss competitions, voted 
MVP (most valuable player) by his team- 
mates and the coaching staff. Smith 
also represented the city well, handing 
out Romulus Pumpkin Festival T-shirts 
and plastic Romulus Police Department 
badges to the officials and residents of 
the European cities he visited. 

Not bad fora young man who began 
life with serious health problems result- 
ing in years of speech therapy. 

"He's overcome a lot," said Priscilla 
Jordan, Smith's mother.”"The doctors at 
Wayne State University really didn't hold 
out much hope for Justin ever fully re- 
covering from the seizures he used to 
have as a child. But he has and he's 
accomplished somuch.We're very proud 
of him." 

Smith's father, Steve Smith, agrees. 

“Romulus has alotof talented young 
people," said Steve. "Like Justin, allthey 
need is hope, encouragement, and op- 
portunity. They alsoneed parents, teach- 
ers, andacommunity that will help them 
take advantage of those opportunities 
as they come along." 

Smith isn't the only family member 
who has displayed real talent both on 
and offthe basketball court. His younger 
sister, showing both musical and bas- 
ketball flair, is ready to follow in her older 
brother's footsteps — and make her own 
footsteps as well. 

Asked if he would encourage his 
sister to pursue dribbling, passing, and 
shooting on the basketball courts of 
Europe, Smith responded, "Definitely. It 
was a great experience, and I'd do it 
again in a heartbeat." O

“Healthy Lung Month"

When you can't breathe, nothing 
else matters. The mission of the 
American Lung Association (ALA) is 
to prevent lung disease and promote 
lung health. 

Healthy Lung Month is a way to 
inform and educate the public about 
the impact and prevention of lung 
diseases. The ALA is going around to 
public schools to make students 
aware of different lung diseases. One 
lung disease that many students have 
is asthma. The ALA gets a chance to 
educate the students on ways to pre- 


vent asthma. 


The American Lung Association 
is the sponsor of Healthy Lung Month. 
The ALAis a voluntary health organi- 
zation in the U.S. It has been fighting 
lung diseases for 90 years. It was 
founded in 1904; its goal in 1904 was 
to fight tuberculosis. However, today 
the ALA's goal is to fight a variety of 
lung diseases.

For tobacco control, the ALA spon- 
sors "Smoke-free," which is a pro- 
gram on preventing teens from smok- 
ing. They also developed TATU (Teens 
Against Tobacco Use). The last area 
of concern is environmental health. 
Air pollution causes lung disease. 
The ALA is trying to make concerns 
regarding air pollution known.

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Wadsworth Seeks New Animal Shelter

"As far as I'm concerned, she does a 
21st-century job ina building that may as 
well be from the 18th century," he said. 

Wadsworth believes that the ideal 
site for a new shelter is the area adja- 
cent to the new Department of Public 
Works building. 

"We already own the property there, 
and the fact that there are no residents 
in the immediate area means that there 
would be no problems with noise or 
smell," he noted. 

Although he concedes that a new 
facility could cost $250,000 or more, 
Wadsworth is convinced that the funds 
could be found. 

"For instance," he maintained, "the 
$500,000 that we paid to Wayne County 
for ‘our share’ of the work done on 
Eureka Road — a payment that | voted 
against, by the way — would have cov- 
ered the cost nicely." 

Wadsworth said he knows that 
Mayor Alan R. Lambert has been faced 
with many challenges since he took 
office, but is disappointed that nearly a 
year has brought no movement toward 
building a new animal shelter. 

"| can understand that this budget 
was the first budget, and there were 
difficult things that had to be done in this 
budget... but as we now leave 2002 and 


head into 2003, | think there's gonna 
have to be a serious look at this if we 
really intend to be a, quote, city on the 
move," Wadsworth told the Mayor. "We 
can't go into 2000 and have a building 
that was built back in the '40s." 

In a phone interview after the meet- 
ing, Mayor Lambert said that he sympa- 
thizes with Wadsworth’'s desire for a 
new shelter, but doesn't see how the 
City can afford one at this time. 

"Sure, | wish we could build one. I'm 
an animal-lover, too," Said Lambert. "I 
have every intention of building one — 
when we have the money. But, right now, 
| have to focus on things that are more 
important, like police and fire services 
and paying our bills. Considering the 
state of the economy and the fact that 
the airport parking tax money is still in 
the air, | have to set my priorities, tough 
as they may be." 

Still, Wadsworth refuses to give up 
hope. 

"Of course | wouldn't want our emer- 
gency services to suffer because of this 
project, but | believe that other alterna- 
tives exist," he said. "I've been pushing 
for this for years — through several ad- 
ministrations, in fact — and I'm not going 
to stop now. This is something that our 
residents really need, and it deserves to 
become a top priority."

¢ $11 million to resurface eastbound 
and westbound |-94 between Wyo- 
ming and the I-96 interchange in 
Detroit. 

The beautification of the |-94 corri- 
dor will be performed through aseries of 
four projects. These projects include the 
improvement of natural landscape fea- 
tures through plantings, lighting en- 
hancements, aesthetic bridge struc- 
tures, andcreative barriers utilizing land- 
scaping rather than concrete. The first 
project is scheduled to begin in the 
spring of 2003, with an estimated 
completion date of the summer of 2004 
for the final project.
